‘This 
pamphlet deals mith chemical weed 
killers, and is the result of research 
conducted by Dr, G. P. McRostie, pro- 
fessor of agronomy, University of 
Manitoba, and Mr. W. Tidesley.

Sec., assistant on weed research, and

The pamphlet, deals with proper 
chemicals to use in weed destruction, 
It outlines methods of mixing to a- 
void burning body and clothing, Man- 
ner of spraying, when tc apply, and 
effect on grain yields are set forth.

JOHN GLAMBECK 


(Contiuned from last issue) 

The just price includes all leg- 
itimate costs of production including 
insurance, depreciation and a fair 
profit, and it alsc' includes a levy on 
each article so priced. This levy 
goes to the state and is used to pay 
monthly dividends to the people, there- 
by providing for those who have 
been thrown out of employment 
through the use of modern m achinery, 
If the just price offered is not ac- 
cepted by manufacturers there is 
nothing to prevent the state from 
renting some of the idle plants and 
manufacturing our own requirements, 

(5) Social Credit proposes to 

equate production and consumption. 
That is establish a relation between 
them sc that one will always equal 
the other. It has already been stated 
hat consumers only get enough mon- 
ey through the regular sources, to 
buy a fraction of the gvods pro- 
duced, This fraction is approximate- 
ly two-thirds of the average pro- 
dwetion. Granting that the distribu- 
ticn of monthly dividends gives them 
more purchasing power, they may still 
not have enough to buy all that is 
being produced. 
they can only buy four fifths of the 
goods and services that are offered 
for sale during a period of, say, three 
months, the state will then order deal- 
ers to reduce the price of goods by 
one-fifth for the next three months, 
and the state will pay the dealers the 
one-fifth from the credit that will 
have accumulated at the state credit 
house, because one-fifth of the goods 
available had not been sold during 
the three months preceeding that 
time, This is called the compensated 
price and is easily: understood when 
you remember that under the social 
credit system of finance every dollor 
worth of goods or servides create 
a dollars’ worth of credit and this 
dollars’ worth of credit 1s never. de- 
stroyed until the goods or services are 
in the hands of a consumer, This com- 
pensating feature automatically ad- 
justs any difference there may be in 
production and consumption and pre- 
vents stagnation of industry, 

Social Credit is at least construc- 
tive. It starts by taking stock of 
our assets, and figures out how they 
can best be used for the benefit of 
the people to’: whom they belong. It 
proposes to put a new and sufficient 
financial foundation under our 
economic system and make such 
changes, in that system as may be 
necessary to enable it, to take care of 
every citizen of the province. It de- 
vises means of doing this and it treats 
everybody alike. The new financial 
system being the base will control-our 
economic. system and it will not be 
dependent on the present capitalistic 
system for its existance. No, Mr. 
Glambeck, social credit will not have 
to work inside of capitalism but cap- 
italism will have to co-operate with 
Social Credit if it wants to live in the 
same province. It is much easier to 
overthrow it, and by the way it is 
more ethical. 

In the letter to which we referred 
at the commencement of this one Mr. 
Glambeck seemed to feel quite sorry 
that social creditors are mote or 
less insane. Without wishing to infer 
that he is a little queer, too I am 
reminded of an inmate at a mental 
hospital that I once heard about 

He was looking through the fence 
one day and saw' a man going by with 
a load of manure. He asked the man 
what he was going to do with the 
manure and the man said he was 
going to put it on his strawberries, 
The inmate said: “You are crazy if 
you put that stuff on your berries, 
Come on in with us. We get cream 
and sugar on ours.” 

Now, it seems to me that a man 
who has failed to enlighten himself 
on the principles of social credit and 
their possible application, connot 
logically call those insane who have 
done so, The man with the load of 
manure was not as crazy as a certain 
individual thought he was, and it is 
quite possible that social creditors 
are not as insane as Mr. Glambeck 
thinks they are.

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Nature Upsets ‘Man’s Plans 


Harvest time in Western Canada has again arrived and for the next 
few weeks great activity, from early morning till late at night, will be the 
rule right across these western plains. Following several years of short 
crops, and in many sections complete failure of crops due to drouth, and 
consequently lack of resources on the part of tens of thousands of farmers 
to seed and harvest a crop this year, governments and municipalities, banks, 
mortgage, loan and implement companies made provision whereby farmers 
were supplied with feed, fodder, seed, gas and oil, machinery repairs, binder 
twine, and other esrentials to the seeding and harvesting of a crop. Each 
individual farmer may not have received all that he desired, but, speaking 
broadly, the needs of the situation were fairly well met. 

‘Taking the country as a whole, and excepting certain more or less re- 
stricted areas, copious rains have fallen throughout the growing season, 
following a somewhat late seeding. Up to a few weeks ago prospects for 
at least a normat, if not above normal crop, were bright. Grasshoppers and 
cut worms which were at first threatened, seemed to have been brought 
under control, weather conditions prevailing being a ma'n factor to that 
end. Prospects for a fairly large and satisfactory crop were excellent, and 
estimates of as high as 350,000,000 to 400,000,000 bushels of wheat were 
commonly made. 

But last month the bright picture became clouded as rust made its 
appearance in the wheat fields, coming in from the southeast and spreading 
rapidly westward and northward. Governments, financial concerns, eco- 
nomic planners, farmers, every human agency is powerless against this de- 
velopment of Nature. For years technical agricultural experts, chemists 
and scientists employed by Governments have been seeking a means to off- 
set the ravages of rust and to develop a strain of wheat that will be rust- 
resistant. But Nature this year has defied all their efforts, and it is now 
self-evident that Western farmers will sustain heavy losses through the 
effect of rusted crops. 

Estimates of the loss through rust already.run as high as 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat; some estimates are even higher, and, of course, the actual 
loss will not be known until the harvest is completed. On many farms, even 
in some municipalities, no wheat will be harvested. 

There is no desire to be alarmist in reviewing this situation. Notwith- 
standing the inroads by rust upon what a few weeks ago was one of the 
most promising crops in many years, the general agricultural situation is 
decidedly better than for some years past. Grass again covers great areas 
of the West which recently presented a desert-like appearance. Feed and 
fodder formerly lacking is now available. Garden crops are generally re- 
ported to be good. But the big cash crop of the West, wheat, will be 
smaller and of decidedly less value than was hoped for and expected a few 
weeks ago. 

The whole country must face this unfortunate fact and meet it to the 
best of its ability. No human agency can be held responsible for the losses 
sustained. It was beyond Governments, corporations, and individuals alike 
to prevent. All will be included in the losses sustained—Governments 
through loss of revenues and the necessity of providing assistance where it 
was not anticipated it would be necessary; railways through loss of traffic 
and therefore loss of revenues; railway, elevator, machine company and 
other employees, including farm laborers, through less employment; finan- 
cial concerns to whom money for advances made is owing but which can- 
not be paid as fully as was anticipated; farmers more especially because 
the returns for their year’s labor are swept away or very largely reduced. 
In a word, no existing political, financial, economic, or social system is re- 
sponsible for the heavy losses the country is sustaining. Nature and condi- 
tions developed under its inscrutable laws are the sole cause. 

But Nature is not always unkind. In the long run it always strikes a 
fair balance. Its laws operate not for one year, but throughout cycles of 
years. Man must not only recognize this truth, but govern himself accord- 
ingly. There is no good end to be served by becoming despondent and dis- 
couraged. There is only one courageous thing to do, and that is to face the 
situation and the problems presented. Losses to-day will be compensated 
for by gains to-morrow. That is a law of Nature. Therefore, the future 
should be faced with courage and determination. Life is a battle and must 
be fought. Man could not exist.on ‘flowery beds of ease.” If he is to suc- 
ceed and reach the topmost rungs of the ladder of life, he must exert him- 
self and climb, battling against all obstructions in his way, eradicating the 
weeds that cling and clog his steps, removing weaknesses and strengthening 
the ladder. Climbing he will become stronger; crouching at the foot of the 
ladder, waiting for somebody to carry him up, he will become flabby and 
weak and eventually succumb. Courage and determination, which will 
bring confidence, is essential to success in any walk of life. And in the 
long run Nature will not bar the way, rather it will be found helpful and 
co-operating. i

The tree 
does not survive the treatment very 
long, but as it dies it becomes thor- 
oughly saturated with preservative 
and can be used on railroads or for 
telegraphs and telephones without 
any of the usual treatment.

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Trying For New Record 


Speed Of 300 M.P.H. Is Sir Malcolm 
Campbell's Aim 

A circus of record breaking under 
the boiling sun on Utah's salt desert, 
planned as the greatest show in the 
history of automobile speed racing, 
is the September aim of Sir Mal- 
colm Campbell and Captain George 
Eyston, Britain’s swiftest drivers, 

The speed kings announced their 
plans—to sail together, Sir Malcolm 
to shoot again at his dream of 300 
miles an hour in the veteran Blue- 
bird; Byston to tackle every mark 
between that one and 24 hours. 

Filled with glowing accounts of 
the Bonneville salt flats surface by 
his friend, John Cobb, who recently 
set 21 new records there, Campbell 
is confident that old Lady Bluebird, 
the six-ton thunder wagon that roar- 
ed to the present land speed record 


| of 276.816 on the sands of Daytona 


Beach last winter, finally will carry 
him this time over a mile in 12 sec- 
onds flat—300 miles an hour. 

“I’m sure I'll beat 300 this time,” 
Campbell said. “Then I’ll chuck rac- 
ing and stick to business.” 

The 60-year-old Englishman who 
has no challenger to-day for speed 
over a measured mile has made a few 
alterations in the Bluebird since his 
return from Florida. 

Captain Eyston, who in the past 
nine years has set 200 records, more 
than any other living man, will alter- 
nate record tries with Campbell. 
Eyston will drive a fearsome looking 
front-drive juggernaut, powered with 
a 400-horsepower Rolls Royce avia- 
tion engine. Its tanks carry 46 gal- 
lons of gasoline, giving it a 500-mile 
range without refueling. Eyston be- 
lieves he can average 160 miles an 
hour or higher for 24 hours and is 
bringing Albert Denly along to drive 
relief, 


Fingerprints By Radio 


Experiments Have Shown Great Im- 
provement In Results Obtained 
Transmission of fingerprints by 

radio is the latest link between 

science and criminal detection—a 
link that is being more strongly 
forged by Scotland Yard every’ day. 

Experiments were begun several 
months ago. Although not yet re- 
garded as an every day practical 
business, considerable improvement 
has recently been made in the re- 
sults obtained. 

At first the images were blurred, 
even when sent from enlarged prints, 
but greater technical experience is 
gradually overcoming this drawback. 

The time is very near when in 
urgent cases, portable apparatus will 
be used to transmit fingerprints 
direct from the scene of the crime to 
Scotland Yard. records, it was pre- 
dicted. 

As the technique of wired and 
radio transmission improves, it will 
be possible to send life-size finger- 
print photographs speedily over any 
distance, police believe. Scotland 
Yard rapidly turns new scientific in- 
ventions to its own use in the fight 
against criminals. The present head 
of the famed investigating depart- 
ment, Lord Trenchard, has had much 
to do with the reorganization plans.

Spinning wheels and hand looms 
in the district around Murray Bay, 
Quebec, are kept busy as the house- 
wives try to fill demands of the 
fashionable world for homespun fab- 
rics, 

For years Murray Bay has been 
famous as the home of homespun, 
Its fine, soft blankets and candle- 
wick spreads have been carried away 
by tourists to far parts of Canada, 
the United States and Europe.

Power Of Sun Rays 


Amount Of Sunburn In Sunlight 
Measured By Machine 

Government scientists of the United 
States have successfully tested a 
machine which measures the amount 
of sunburn in sunlight, 

Dr. W. W. Coblentz, internationally 
famous radiation expert of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, has per- 
fected the machine which measures 
the ultraviolet rays of sunlight which 
cause sunburn and tanning, The ma- 
chine is known technically as a port- 
able prevision ultraviolet ray meter. 

Ultraviolet rays comprise less than 
a thousandth of the total radiation 
coming from the sun, Dr. Coblentz 
Yet these particular rays are 
strong enough to scorch the skin 
with only several hours exposure 
during the summer months. The rays 
also are used in treating rickets. 

Tests have been made at Washing- 
ton and San Juan, Puerto Rico. 
Both are approximately at sea level 
and relatively free from smoke and 
dust. Dr. Coblentz pointed out that 
altitude and flying particles were fac- 
tors in measuring solar radiation. 

The “tanning” rays were some- 
what stronrer at San Juan than in 
Washington at the same comparative 
altitudes. This conforms with other 
radiation studies made in the tropics 
which show that the sun, being 
directly overhead, has to send its 
light through less ozone in the 
stratosphere, Experts estimate that 
the sunlight reaching Washington 
has to travel through approximately 
five per cent. more atmosphere than 
at San Juan, thus absorbing more 
ultraviolet rays. 

Other tests performed at Filag- 
staff, Ariz., showed less ozone in the 
afternoon than in the morning and 
thereafter a greater atmospheric 
transparency. Autumn was found to 
be more transparent there than the 
spring, experts found. 

Fog takes its share of the ultra- 
violet rays out of the sunlight and 
there is less porsibility of tanning 
when humidity is high, it was found. 

Physicians are interested in the de- 
vice because of the curative power 
of ultraviolet rays in cases of rickets, 
which is practically unknown in the 
tropics. 

The present machine screens out 
the ultraviolet or “tanning” rays in 
the sunlight and measures them 
quantitatively with the aid of a 
photo-electric cell.

For this reason and 
because opinion in Great Britain is 
strongly in favor of tuberculin-free 
herds, I believe a wonderful oppor- 
tunity exists to benefit both Cana- 
dian cattle-breeders and the British 
people.”

This is the stretch between the Pool 
of London, so familiar in pictures, 
just west of the Tower Bridge, and 
Lambeth Reach, which terminates on

Westminster Bridge. The Port of

{t “The King’s Reach.” 

Once upon a time the Thames was 
More used as the King’s Highway 
than the road itself between West- 
minster and the Tower of London, 
the royal residence, St. James Palace 
being at one end while His Majesty 
often had business at the Tower— 
sometimes very dirty business at 
that, So that “The King’s Reach” is 
an appropriate name for this im- 
portant waterway. It includes Lon- 
don Bridge, Southwark Bridge, 
Blackfriars Bridge, Waterloo Bridge 
to Westminster, and 6n the shore- 
line are such noted places as Bil- 
lingsgate Fish Market, Cannon street 
railway station, St. Paul's Cathedral, 
Victoria Embankment, including 
Cleopatra's Needle, Somerset House, 
where wills are filed and all the 
births, deaths and marriages in Eng- 
land are registered, Charing Cross 
and Scotland Yard... fsa

Turning Out Air Fleets 


*Plane Building Race Race Of Nations Is 
Gaining Speed 

War factories of Europe are work- 
ing under pressure now turning out 
vast air fleets which, by the end of 
the year, will give re-arming nations 
& combined total of between 15,000 
and 30,000 powerful fighting planes, 
according to estimates. 

The air peril to European nations 
is real because they never are per- 
mitted to forget it. Governments 
publicily have recognized the dan- 
gers and it is only natural that their 
apprehension has been shared by the 
people they govern. 

Throughout Europe, day after day, 
populaces are trained in the science 
of aerial war.: They are trained in 
the use of gas-masks. To afford pro- 
tection from high explosive bombs, 
Europe is being pitted with caverns. 

At present it is estimated that 
the destructive power of existing 
air forces is between 60 and 75 per 
cent. greater than that of the com- 
bined air strength of the Central and 
Allied Powers at the end of the 
World War. Existing air forces, hid- 
den in military hangars either above 
or below ground, are only the frame- 
work of the vast bombing and fight- 
ing power now swiftly in the course 
of construction. 

A correspondent, despite secrecy 
and censorship, after a tour of in- 
vestigation is able to reveal details 
of building plans and the reactions 
of some 35,000,000 people. 

Passing across Europe, through 
towns and countryside, reminders of 
the feared war in the air abound— 

~—~—powerful. sirens stand sentinel to sig- 
nal the enemy’s approach; at strate- 
gic’ points weird listening contriv- 
ances are posted; mobile and station- 
ary anti-aircraft guns of all calibre 
abound. 

In France, it is announced that 
1,000 marvellous new machines will 
enter into line, ready for action, by 
the end of 1935. Britain is to build 
almost as many new planes; in Ger- 
many, Air Minister Hermann Goer- 
ing has announced to the world an 
expanding air force which will be 
second to none. In Italy, Premier 
Mussolini is spending millions of lire 
in rushing through new machines, as 


are Jugoslavia, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and half a dozen other na- 
tions. 


Soviet Russia, now in the lead 
with 3,500 or more planes, is in the 
race, too, It has pledged, further, 
to rush a fleet to the aid of the 
French if the Paris government 
sends an SOS in the event of an at- 
tack across the Rhineland frontier,

Factory In England Started Business 
$00 Years Ago 

In these days of ‘mechanization ‘it 
is interesting to leaftri there is a fac- 
tory in England still doing a very 
flourishing and world-wide business 
of handicraft. This is the factory at 
Wilton, Wiltshire, where Wilton and 
Axminster carpets are woven, al- 
though imitations are made of the 
latter which are not entitled to the 
name. The factory at Wilton has 
been in business for 300 years. This 
is not, of course, the oldest continu- 
ing industry in England, the. bell 
foundries at Croydon and White- 
chapel, which make bells for every 
country in the world and have no 
equals, being about 600 years old. 

Carpets were first brought to Eng- 
land from France during the reign 
of Henry VIII. Previously rugs or 
carpets were introduced from the 
East and were chiefly bought and 
used by wealthy people for table 
cloths and couch coverings. 

Some of the most notable carpets 
made at Wilton include one specially 
woven in 1905 for Buckingham Pal- 
ace measuring 61 feet seven inches 
ly 50 feet. Another worked for a 
London club occupied thirteen girls 
for four months, and includes nearly 
ten million tufts, taking thirty men 
to fold it and lift it off the ground. 
Wilton made carpets are found in 
palaces and notable buildings all over 
the world and in the big Atlatnic lin- 
ers. A very striking tribute to the 
English firm was paid by a Sultan 
of Turkey, a land which still pro- 
duces some of the finest carpets in 
existence, wher he ordered a Wilton 
carpet for his palace being of a speci- 
ally fine texture and taking nine 
months to weave. Recently the firm 
completed a series of carpets for a 
large moving picture house in Lon- 
don, the whole covering an area of 
400 square yards. Many people sub- 
mit their own designs, among them 
artists and others who have weaves 
of famous pictures. Dame Laura 
Knight has had carpets woven of her 
famous Columbine, Harlequin and 
Pantaloon paintings in delicate pastel 
shades, and a carpet just completed 
reproduces a Whistler painting in 
107 colors. 

It is segrettanes that the names 
Wilton and Axminster have been ap- 
propriated by factories which have 
no title to them. These have made 
serious inroads into’ the Wilton work- 
ers’ trade, but a duty has recently 
been put on such carpets from the 
United States which offers these peo- 
ple some protection for a craft of 
which they are justly proud.—st. 
Thomas Times-Journal. 


Clears Up Potato Mystery 


Reason Why Those Grown On Dry 
Land Cook Faster 

Science believes it has solved a 
kitchen mystery — why potatoes 
grown on dry land cook faster than 
irrigated potatoes of the same 
variety. 

What happens inside the potatoes 
while cooking has been investigated 
by means of a penetrometer, Miss 
Emma J. Thiessen, of the University 
of ‘Wyoming, reported to the Ameri- 
can Home Economics Association in 
Chicago recently. 

Readings of the instrument show- 
ed that an irrigated potato when 
cooked softens throughout at the 
same general rate of speed, says 
Science Service. The outer layer of 
a dry land potato offers greater re- 
sistance to softening, but the potato 
on the whole cooks faster. 

Miss Thiessen examined the cell 
structure of two kinds of potatoes 
and found that the larger the cells 
the more readily they soften when 
cooked. The dry land potatoes have 
notably large cells.

A Natural Power House 


Electric Eel Lights Neon Light Bulb 
On Its Tank 

A phlegmatic electric eel proved 
to the satisfaction of a wondering 
crowd in the Aquarium at the Bat- 
tery, New York, that he can and 
will light a neon lamp bulb of the 
household variety when he is suffici- 
ently aroused. He went on display for 
the first time and will remain a regu- 
lar feature of the museum. 

The apparatus by which he illumi- 
nates the lamp is the creation of C. 
W. Coates of the Aquarium staff, 
who devoted years in studying the 
eel’s electric emanations. It is fixed 
to the creature’s tank, which is the 
second at the extreme right as one 
enters the Aquarium, and consists of 
two antennae-like webs of aluminum 
wire affixed to the ends of wooden 
poles submerged in the eel’s tank, 
the other ends of the poles project- 
ing above the water. A wire runs 
up either rod and across the top of 
the tank, where they enter an elec- 
tric socket fastened over the front 
of the tank. Into this socket is 
screwed the bulb, and, with the ad- 
dtiion of the eel, the device is com- 
plete. 

The creature is a paragon of pa- 
tience, showing little inclination’ to 
become aroused enough to discharge 


‘the current needed to cause light. He 


is 5 feet 10 inches long and of a 
slate-blue hue with an orange-red 
throat. At his handsomest he is not 
a thing of beauty. 

Following the demonstration. Mr. 
Coates said that the eels are hard 
to' catch and hard to transport; be- 
ing the chief reason why there_are 
not more in captivity..Oftén they are 
harmed in being captured and die, 
and as often in the act of transporta- 
tion they are picked up or handled 
with disastrous results. When taken 
in the hand they give a shock rend- 
ering it impossible to drop them and 
causing the person to squeeze tighter. 
The harder they are squeezed, Mr. 
Coates said, the more power they 
give off until the pressure of the 
hand may fatally injure them. This 
has happened. 

The usual method of transporting 
them is to annoy them for an hour 
or so before they are to be moved, 
so that they will discharge most of 
their electricity. Then within the 
next hour or two it is safe to pick 
them up with rubber gloves. After 
that they will recharge and be as full 
of pep as ever. 

They grow to lengths greater than 
eight feet, but it is not known how 
long they live. 

They eat other fish which they 
catch by sending a shock and stun- 
ning the victim. It is possible for 
the eels to emit a shock powerful 
enough to stun a horse and men have 
been paralyzed by them, but none 
have been known to have been killed, 
Mr. Coates said. 


Dogs Are Old Pets 


Were Known To Civilization Thou- 
sands Of Years Ago 

The remains of two mummified 
dogs were found in northeastern 
Arizona recently, buried beside the 
bodies of ancient residents of that 
country. It is said that this civiliza- 
tion flourished between 2,500 and 
1,500 B.C., which would indicate that 
dogs as pets or companions were 
known at that time, One of the dogs 
resembled a yellow-haired collie and 
the other was black and white, but 
considerably smaller, They were in 
a perfect state of preservation, 


Why Name Was Used 
The bug collecting hobby of an 
English aeroplane builder, J. de 
Havilland, has made the name Moth 
known over the skyways of the 
world. As an entomologist, de Havil- 
land specializes in the collection of

Lands Beneath The Sea 


Progress In Mapping Sheds Occa- 
sional Light On Legends 

Was there ever a continent in the 
Atlantic known as Atlantis? This 
tantalising question has come up 
again following a report given to the 
French Academy of Science by a 
botantist who, through a study of 
Seeds and plants found to-day on 
various Atlantic islands, attempted 
to disprove that such a place as At- 
lantis ever existed. 

Of all the lands reputed to have 
been swallowed up by the sea, At- 
lantis is the most famous, The fas- 
cinating story of this strange de- 
main was first given to the world 
by Plato, who admitted, however that 
it came second-hand to him from a 
priest of Egypt. 

Some scientists maintain that 
islands near the Azores may have 
disappeared, perhaps suddenly, as 
late as the human period, thus giv- 
ing rise to the legend. Others dis- 
miss the whole story as pure fiction. 

Man’s steady progress in mapping 
the unseen world beneath the oceans 
by means of echo soundings sheds 
occasional light on the extravagant, 
but haunting, legends or scientific 
theories of lands that have vanished 
beneath the sea, 

On the floor of the Indian Ocean a 
British oceanographic expedition re- 
cently discovered a submarine pla- 
teau and two buried mountain ranges 
separated by a deep valley. Im- 
Mediately men wondered whether 
these were vestiges of ‘Lemuria’ as- 
sumed by the late Ernst Heinrich 
Haeckel, German naturalist, to have 
existed in this very locality, in order 
to explain the distribution of the 
monkey-like lemurs. 

The captain of an American naval 
vessel, on sounding duty in the Pa- 
cific for years, has pieced together 
the outlines of a huge continent-

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Paradise For Snakes 


Six Species May Be Seen In One 
English District 

If one wants to see snakes, he is 
advised to go to the clay-mining dis- 
trict north of Corfe Castle, in Dorset- 
Shire, If there is a snakes’ paradise 
in Britain, this is the place. There 
are six species of British reptiles, 
and representatives of all of them, 
including the rare smooth snake and 
sand lizard may be seen here. The 
other four species are the adder, the 
grass snake, the slow worm, and the 
common lizard, The adder is the only 
one of these reptiles that is poison- 
ous and its bite is rarely fatal, 
though, naturally, medical attention 
should be obtained as quickly as pos- 
sible if one is bitten. But it is not 
often that anyone is bitten, and this 
snake has been described as ‘“dan- 
gerous only to toy dogs, stupid 
babies, and invalids.” 


Collections Show Increase 


Figures For Federal Income Taxes) 
Higher This Year 

Canadians are dipping into their 
pockets to pay more and more fed- 
eral income taxes, it was shown in 
figures released by the department 
of national revenue. In the 19 taxa- 
tion districts, $58,407,904 was col- 
lected in the first four months of the 
fiscal year, an increase of $15,774,- 
923 over 1934. 

Only two districts, Quebec and Re- 
gina, showed decreases this year, 
Quebec a decrease of $139,745 and 
Regina, $1,301.

THE RAIDING COCKROACH 


Se 

Cockroaches are adventurour fora- 
gers and are no respecters cof achi- 
tecture, They swarm anywhere they 
choose, or advance in dingle scouting 
units, into apartment houses, hitels, 
private dwelling houses, barns or 
stures. The kind of building makes 
no difference provided the conditions 
are moist and warm and there is a 
plentiful supply of focd, Cockroaches 
have been a nuisance all over Canada 
this summer, and evidently tired of 
the comparative freedom of munici- 
pal garbage dumps are taking re- 
fuge in cracks and crevices in the 
walls of nearby dwelling hiouses, 
Trey hide during the day and emerge 
at night in search of food. They eat 
av; thing eatable, but are particular. 
lv fond of the foodstuffs favored t,y 
ran, On this accdaat they are 
ually) most numerous about, kitchens 
and pantries and other places whe:e 
fod is eecessible. Cock:oaches may 
be readily controlled by means cf 
sodium fluoride, which can be bvught 
from any drug stcre at a nominal 
price. This material should be lightly 
dusted in places frequented by the 
roaches, such as about sinks, base- 
boards, cupboards, hot water pipes 
and so on. The sodium adheres to the 
legs: of the insects and in cleaning 
themselves they are poisoned. As 
scdium fluoride is somewhat poison- 
ous to human beings, reasonable pre 
cautions shfould be taken, says the 
pamphlet on ccckroaches, issued bj 
Deminion Department of Agricul- 
ture, to prevent children or demestic 
pets from gaining access to it.
